"Watchful Waiting" Policy Is Aban- 


doned By President-Washington 
Anxious To Know How Leaders 
Of Warring Factions Regard 
President's Note. 


Washington, June 
'i.—"With 


watchful waiting" over, admin- 


istration officials today look up 
the task of choosing one of the 
various elements in Mexico to sup- 
port in the effort to restore peace 
to the republic. 


There was wide speculation as 


to whether one of the present 
forces, as represented by the Car- 
ranzislas and Villistas, would be 
selected for this favor, or a new 
faction established from the most 
promising elements in the existing 
parties. 


Meanwhile, official Washington 


waited with great eagerness for 
reports from Mexico as to the 
manner 'in which the president's 
warnings "to get together'' was 
received by the several leaders. 
Statements that already have been 
made by Mexicans for more or 
less prominence, who have read 
the. president's 
announcement, 


have led to 
the belief 
that, 
it 


would not be well rccevied in the, 
Carranza and Axilla camps. Eu- 
ropean diplomats ami those in 
south American circles, however, 
have indicated their approval of 
th" plan. 


The next question thai, is being 


asked in Washington is: 


"What means will the president 


adopt to enforce his warning?'' 


Support Those Who Agree. 
His statement was interpreted 


generally in official 
and 
diplo- 


matic quarters as meaning that 
the United States, ii" it fails to 
bring all elements in Mexico into 
agreement, would give support to 
those which did agree. Actual 
intervention by this government 
wa.s considered likely only if an- 
archy should follow a failure to 
procure a remedy for the present 
situation from within the repub- 
lic. 


The first thought of the presi- 


dent, it WHS slated, is to restore 
constitutional government to Mex- 
ico, and it was believed he woaW 
urge acceptance of some member 
of the cabinet of Madero, the mur 
dered president ,as provisional 
ruler to set up a cabinet and start 
the mfichinery for the establish- 
ment of a legal government. Such 
temporary P'evident would, be 
Vecognixecl by the lrnited States 
and given all support even to cut- 
ting off arms and ammunition and 
other supplies for the elements 
which would oppose him.

To satisfy my curiosity I 
unfastened the buckles to ascertain 
the callbte of the guns. I could also 
ascertain that the guns<were mounted 
on-decks on .wooden blocks. .Tbe guns 
..were placed about three feet from the 
respective ship < aides -and the wall 
could be,removed at that particular 
place.

also two guns of the same caliber ami 
covered In the same manner.

Among these was a Councilman 


named flsir]and, who denounced the law and asked for prompt ac- 
tion on the repeal measure. But Pittsburgh has, under a special 
net, exempted all machinery from taxation. And since some of the 
big land speculators happen to be manufacturers ot some kind also, 
this exemption is favored. 


So, after Garland had finished denouncing the slight measure of 


exemption bestowed on buildings, h^ was asked whether the exemp- 
tion of machinery was not a good thing. He had to reply that it 
•was, since it fostered industry. Then he tried to show that exemp- 
tion of buildings was different, but had little success. There was 
no getting away from the argument that if exemption of inachinerj 
encouraged establishment of factories, then exemption of buildings 
must encourage buildings. 


Garland stated that some manufacturers owned more land than 


buildings. He evidently forgot that exemption of machinery also 
increases the tax rate on land, and his argument, if good at all 
would apply to all exemptions.
